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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 6, 13, 18, 23, and 26, the prior art of record Magario 

2002/0031567 fails to teach or fairly suggest a molding machine managing apparatus 
that receives information from a portable information terminal with respect to reasons 
for stopping a molding machine that cannot be determined by the managing 
apparatus so that the information is registered at the molding machine managing 
apparatus, in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed 
invention. 

Magario discloses that the molding machine managing apparatus (process 
controller/host computer) detects the occurrence of trouble in the injection molding 
machine and in turn sends a corresponding message to the mobile phone via wireless 
email. By checking the message received, the user of the mobile phone can determine 
the type of the current trouble and take appropriate measures by sending instructions 
from the phone at a distant place. However, Magario does not disclose that the 
appropriate measures or instructions sent from the mobile explicitly relate to "reasons 
for stopping" the molding machine. Magario only discloses that the operator of the 
mobile phone "recovers the trouble" through the Internet. Moreover, Magario does not

explicitly disclose that the appropriate measures or instructions sent from the mobile 
phone "cannot be determined" by the managing apparatus (host computer). In fact, 
the host computer 110 of Magario is capable of performing the same functions as the 
mobile phone. All of the information received at the mobile phone is transferred directly 
from the host computer, and is also displayed at the host computer (e.g., [0029]-[0035]). 
Therefore, any appropriate measures or instructions determined by a user at the mobile 
phone could also be determined by a user of the host computer. 

Regarding claims 1 , 8, 14, 19, and 24, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest information input to a portable information terminal is sent to a molding 
machine managing apparatus via a radio machine so as to be registered at the 
managing apparatus, and the fact that the information is registered at the 
managing apparatus is displayed at the portable information terminal as a 
response to sending the information to the managing apparatus, in combination 
with the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention. Although Magario 
may disclose sending information to a molding machine host computer from a mobile 
phone, Magario does not disclose that that the fact the information is registered at the 
host computer is displayed on the phone as a response to sending the information
